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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-107 are pending in this application. 

Action Summary 

The provisional rejection of claims 1-17. 24-27, 29-33, 35, 36, 39-56, 58, 65.77- 
90 and 92 on the grounds of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable overclaims 1. 10, 11, 14, 16, 17, 19, 21-26, 28. 29, 32-38, 41, 46-50, 59, 
60, 62, 63, 65, 67-70, 76; 77. 89, 90, 93, 95, 96, 98, 100-104 and 107 of copending 
application 10/619.539 in view of US Patent No. 6,696.091 is hereby withdrawn as 
applicant has filed a terminal disclaimer. 

The rejection of claims 1-107 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite is hereby withdrawn as applicant has removed the indefiniteness from the 
claims. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance
